| “PIUS X. Pontifex Maximus.“ 


Pius X was born Giuseppe Sarto, at 
Riese, in Northern Italy. June 2, 1835, of 
A peasant family. He was elevated at 


the diocesan seminary’ of Padua and 


was ordained a priest at the age of 23. 
For 17 years he was engaged in humbie 
parochial service, until, in 1875, he was 
made Chancellor of the dlocese bf Tre- 
viso. He was Bishop of Mantua from 
1884 to 1893, and in the latter year was 
treated a Cardinal and was made Patri- 
arch of Venice. 

When Pope Leo XIII died in July, 1903, 
Cardinal Sarto was much less consid- 
ered for the succession than were the 
brilliant Rampolla or the brothers Van- 
nutelll. But he proved to be the most 
nvailable candidate for the chair of 
St. Peter, and the veto of Austria on the 
election of Rampolla decided the election 
in his favor. He assumed the name of 
Pius X and the title of His Holiness, 
the Pope, Bishop of Rome and Vicar of 
Jesus Christ, Aug. 4, 1903.

SINKING OF BRITISH 
CRUISER AMPHION BY 
MINE IS DESCRIBED 


LONDON, Aug. 19.—The official infor- 
mation bureau has issued an interesting 
account of the sinking of the British 
cruiser Amphion. by a mine in the North 
Sea, which was first reported last week 
The Amphion was of 3360 tons. Aft er 
describing how the Amphion and the 
third destroyer flotilla had proceeded 


to carry out a pre-arranged plan of 
search, the report continues as fol- 
lows: 

“A trawler informed them that she 
had seen a suspicious ship throwing 
things overboard. Shortly afterward the 
German mine layer, Koenigen Luise, 
was sighted, steering east. Four de- 
stroyers gave chase, and in about an 
hour’s time she was rounded up and 
sunk, 


“After picking up the survivors of the 
German ship, the plan of search was 
carried on without incident until 3:30 in 
the morning. At this hour, as the Am- 
phion, on her return course, was near 
the scene of opérations of the Koenigen 
Luise, her course was altered to avoid 
the danger zone. This was successful 
until 6:30 a. m., at which hour the Am- 
phion struck @ mine. 


Captain Stunned. 

“A sheet of flames instantly engulfed 
the bridge. The Captain was rendered 
insensible, and fie fell to tha fore and 
aft bridge. As soon as the Captain re- 


r — 


covered consciousness he rang the en- 
gineer's room to stop the engines, which 
| were still going at revolutions for 20 
knots. As all the forward part of the 
Amphion was on fire, it was found im- 
possible to reach the bridge or flood the 
fore magazine. 

“The ship's back appeared to be 
broken and she was already settling 
down by the bows. All efforts, there- 
fore, were directed to placing the wound- 
ed in places of safety in case of an ex- 
plosion, and in getting the cruiser in tow 
by the stern. 

“By the time the destroyers had 
closed in, it was clearly time to aban- 
don the ship. The men fell in for 
this purpose with the same composure 
that had marked their behavior 
throughout. All was done without hur- 
ry or confusion, and 20 minutes after 
the cruiser struck the mine; the men, 
the officers and lastly the Captain, had 
left the ship. 

Strack Second Mine. 

“The afterpart of the Amphion then 
began to settle quickly until its fore- 
most section was on the bottom, and 
the whole afterpart was inclined to an 
angle of 4 degrees. In another quar- 
ter of an hour this also had disappeared. 

“Capt. Cecil Fox of the Amphion 
speaks in high terms of the behavior 
of his officers and men throughout. 
Every order was promptly obeyed with- 
out confusing or perturbation.”

LONDON, Aug. 19.—To the Daily Te)- 
egraph comes a story from Boulogne of 
the experiences of British soldiers 
there. 

“The people of this city,’ says the 
dispatch, have given over their ordi- 
nary occupations to show their hospl- 
tality to the men of the British army 
who are on their way to the front. 

“A Scottish battalion, which was the 
first to leave for the battle line, was 
greeted everywhere with great enthu- 
siasm. All the townspeople have 
learned to use the English words 
‘good luck’ and ‘good-by.’ 

„As the kilties swing down the hill 
toward the train the crowd presess for- 
ward to shake the hand of each sol- 
dier and express delight at the Scotch- 
men once more fighting for France. 

“As the soldiers approach the station 
to the sound of bagpipes, the crowd 
becomes more insistent, more enthusi- 
astic. The soldiers march gaily and are 
not abashed even when some old woman 
or young maid rushes out to bestow a 
kiss. This occurs frequgntly and 
amuses the crowd greatly. ‘You can’t 
help liking these big strapping men. 
One remarks: 

„They call us the die hards, and 
we shall live up to our name when we 
meet the Germans.” 

“As they leave the crowd sings the 
„Marseillaise,“ to which soldiers reply,

Imports Drop $3,000,000 a 
Week Since the War Began 


NEW YORK, Aug. 19.—Customs house 
reports made public today show that 
imports since the beginning of the Eu- 
ropean war have decreased immensely. 
Imports for the week of July 18 were 
more than $3,000,000 above the figures 
for the week of Aug. 8, the last to be 
compiled. 

It was said that complete reports for 
August would show a heavy falling off 
in imports, but increases are expected 
in September, when more ships are re- 
leased for commerce. 

A sharp falling off of imports be- 
tween the weeks of Aug. 8 and Aug. 16 
is shown in 10 of 12 commodities. Whisky 
and champagne alone advanced., Sugar, 
wcol goods, beef, silks, precious stones. 
automobiles, machinery, photo films, 
beef and still wines were the commodi- 
ties that showed large decreases all due 
to the lack of ships.

TOURISTS FROM 
ANTWERP TELL OF 
MANY HARDSHIPS 


Patten, Grain Spe Speculator, and 
Wife Among the Finland’s 
Passengers. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 19.—First-hand 
tales of the fight at Liege and grim 
narratives of the war sweeping “urope, 
came into port today on the lips of 
American refugees from the Continent, 
aboard the Red Star liner, Finland, from 
Antwerp, Belgium. Many of the Amer- 
icans were without money or baggage: 
some had been held as spies; others had 
posed their way on foot from the in- 
terior of Belgium to Antwerp, amid the 
scenes and dangers of warfare, and 
nearly all had stories of hardships en- 
countered in their flight. 

With a Dutch pilot aboard, Capt. Bar- 
man steered his ship through a little- 
used channel of the harbor of Antwerp 
to the North Sea, where he found the 
horizon smudged with the smoke of 
British battleships. In his perilous pas- 
sage through the mine-strewn waters, 
there were no buoys to guide him. His 
way lay over the shallows, and he had 
to lighten the ship of all her water ba)- 
last to make the course without scrap- 
ing the bottom. -Time after time the 
ship was stopped by war vessels, al- 
though she flew the American flag. 
Patte Had Hardships. 

James A. Patten, Chicago grain spec- 
ulator, and Mrs. Patten, passengers, 
said they were in Carlsbad when war 
was declared between Germany and 
Russia. They left for Nuremberg in an 
automobile, and, arriving there, were 
taken to the guardhouse and rigidly 
cross-examined before they were al- 
lowed to continue.

Japan's assurance to the Naish Gov- 
ernment that ner interference will be 
strictly confined to Far Eastern waters 
is so explicit and comprehensive that 
the British Foreign Secretary is satis- 
fied that any apprehension aroused in 
the United States by Japan’s contem- 
plated action is groundless. 

Japan is understood to be actuated not 
merely by a desire to fulfill her treaty 
obligations to Great Britain, but also 
to put herself in a position entitl 
to have a say when the peace“congres: 
meets at the conclusion of the war in 
defense of her interests in far Eastern 
waters, and it is believed she is deter- 
mined ta eliminate Germany from the 
China seas. 

Japan has declared she has no designs 
on Samoa and in diplomatic circles here 
it is thought quite probable that tha 
United States may solve the Samoan 
problem by buying Germany’s posses- 
sions there at the conclusion of the war, 
when, it is assumed, they will have 
been taken by England. 

On the question of Kiauchau, Japan 
has asserted her disinterested, declaring 
she will hold it only until the conclusion 
of the war, as, with Port Arthur, she 
does not need it and considers that ‘t 
should revert to China.

Pian Technically Perfect. 

The scheme is beautiful in its com- 
pleteness, amazing in its persistent de- 
pendence upon the superior mobility of 
the German army and their ability to 
choose at will the moment to strike. 
Such a campaign, if actually carried 
out on both sides, according to the 
German schedule, would easily be suc- 
cessful within a fortnight: and would 
give the bulk of the German army 
plenty of time to return east before the 
Russians could appear in any very great 
force. 

But! the campaign has not gone ac- 
cording to schedule. The German 
movements have been like clockwork, 
but their adversaries have used a dif- 
ferent clock. The French finished mo- 
bilization not many hours behind the 
arrival of the. German vanguard in 
Luxemburg, when, according to sched- 
ule, they should have been days be- 
hind. It was, indeed, most inconsiderate 
of the French, Then Messieurs Les 
Belgians very improperly declined to 
permit the passage of German troops, 
mobilized promptly, and actually 
checked the advance at Liege for two 
whole days. Priceless hours to the 
French, golden moments irrevocably lost 
for Germany. 

The French were able to arrive and 
join forces with the Belgians, and, in- 
stead of being compelled to give battle 
on their own territory without strong 
defensive positions to aid them, they 
have now actually occupied some of 
the sites of European history famed 
for their defensive strength, and can 
offer battle with great natural advan- 
tages in their favor and plenty of strong 
places upon which to retreat. 

On the right and center the Germans 
have been feeling the French strength, 
and seem thus far to have met a de- 
cisively superior force at all points. This, 
again, was not according to schedule. 

Russia Beat Schedule. 

Worst of all, the Russians, instead of 
lying comparatively inactive for a 
month, moved forward over the German 
frontier with a promptitude that caused 
a-spasm of terrof to seize Berlin. In 
the East the German reserves, older and 
less capable troops, less well officered, 
in inferior numbers, must make up the 
army. If the attack against France is 
to succeed, it can be performed only by 
the flower of the German army in de- 
cisive force. By a simple deduction, the 
German army in the East is poor and 
weak. 

The Russians, moved, too, in a fashion, 
on this weak force, which seemed to be 
the advance of an army of decisive 
strength, sure of, its ability to defend 
itself; but even if it is no more than a 
feint to embarrass the German assault 
on France, the Russfans, I am definitely 
informed, will be able to move in full 
strength nearly a fortnight earlier than 
the Pan-German schedule provided for. 
Thus, in a campaign which depended 
entirely upon the ability of Germany to 
crush the French before the Russians 
appeared, and in turn upon the ability 
of the Germans to strike the French in 
decisive force Before the latter were en- 
tirely ready, the most important calcula- 
tions seem to have gone very wrong in- 
deed. for the Germans. The Belgians 
have resisted pluckily; the French are 
certainly ready, and no surprise is pos- 
sible; the English will be with them in 
a week; the Russians are already ad- 
vancing in apparent force.

The attack upon the French rear was 
originally assigned to Italy, but as af- 
fairs seem to have turned out, the 
Italians have deserted. the Triple Alli- 
ance, bag and baggage. If they are not 
playing possum' to deceive the French, 
this will deal another heavy blow to the 
German plans. 

It all comes to this: The factors of 
the situation which could alone have 
made the war one of a single, sharp, 
decisive campaign, have not material 
ized. In their places have appeared 4 
rarity of factors which will make all the 
belligerents cautious, especially the Ger- 
mans, who have too much to lose by a 
defeat at this juncture, either in the 
Bast or West, to risk it lightly. On th» 
other hand, every week's delay piles up 
more millions of Russians in the East 
and increases the chances of yictory 
for the Triple Entente. 

The Germans and Austrians may well 
be forced to take things slowly; the 
Triple Entente has everything to gain 
from doing 80. 

Two months without a major action 
would be immensely to their advantage. 

It is well for us to remember, also, 
that a long series of actions consuming 
two or thrge months’ time, may well, 
where there are literally millions of men 
to maneuver, be all parts of a single 
movement. In this war battles will last 
weeks and the campaign years. Where 
ell the belligerents are so strong and de- 
termined, they will not easily admit 
defeat.

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GERMANY CHARGES

Gen. Stein Says They Were Sent 
to Forts Before War—In- 
vaders Weak at Start.

BERLIN, via Copenhagen and London, 
Aug. 19.—A series of statements on the 
Liege enigma’ is published from the 
headquarters of Gen. Stein of the gen- 
eral staff, according to which, French 
officers, and perhaps also French sol- 
diers, were sent to Liege before the 
war to instruct the Belgian troops in 
the defense of the fortifications.

Six weak brigades on a peace 
footing, with some cavalry and artillery, 
took Liege. 

The brigades were mobilized at Liege 
and there received as first reinforce- 
ment their own reserves. Two other 
regiments came later. Our mobilization 
had just finished. Our enemies thought 
that 100,000 Germans were at Liege, and 
owing to difficulties with the commisar- 
riat, were unable to advance. This, 
however, was a mistake, There was an- 
other reason for the pause. 

Now, the forward march can begin 
and our enemies will have an oppor- 
tunity to convince themselves that the 
German force is well supplied with focd 
and arms. The Emperor has given the 
word not to sacrifice another drop of 
blood to capture the Liege forts. 

“The enemy did not know our meth- 
ods of attack and belleved themselves 
secure in the forts, but already the fire 
of our weakest big guns had forced the 
forts they shelled to surrender, or 
quickly demolished them, burying the 
garrisons in the ruins. The Liege fortifi- 
cations will no longer serve our ene- 
mies, but, will be a support to the Ger- 
man army.“

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Berlin Tells of Loss of German Guns 
in Alsace, 

BERLIN, Aug. 19, via Copenhagen and 
London.—The Wolff Bureau, the semi- 
official German news agency, today 
gave out the following account of a 
battle at Muelhausen, the date nog 
given: 

“One and a half French army corps 
entered Upper Alsace while our troops 
were still concentrating: Nevertheless. 
we attacked the enemy, who was 
thrown back toward Belfort, but whose 
march afterward continued. 0 

“A small section of artillery from 
Strassburg was defeated and two bat- 
teries, which had been rendered useless, 
were taken by the enems= who then 
marched toward Schirmeck, ‘eight miles 
from Saales, Alsace. 

“An investigation has been begun in 
an endeavor to ascertain if any treach- 
ery exists among the local population.

LONDON, Aug. A dispatch to the 
Times from Constantinople, dated Aug. 
16, says: 3 3 

“The former German cruisers Goeben 
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By the Military Expert of the New 
Yerk Suz. 
As a consequence, primarily, of the 


gallant and unexpected resistance of 
the Belgians, and because, further, the 
first claim upon the interest of the world 
has naturally been the development of 
the great German offensive thrust to- 
ward France, the earlier fighting on 
the Aisace-Lorraine frontier has claimed 
only passing attention. 


Yet the dispatches of the past two 
days demonstrate that in this quarter 
a great French counter-offensive, di- 
rected by the commanding French Gen- 
eral, is breaking out successfully and 
sweeping toward the Rhine, from the 
Swiss frontier to Metz. Plainly this 
counter-offensive must now be reckoned 
with as one of the salient details of the 
present campaign. 

The simplest fashion in which to de- 
scribe the French counter-offensive is 
to point out the exact analogy between 
ii and the great German operations 
through Belgium. The Germans, on a 
front of about a hundred miles, are 
sweeping down upon the left flank of the 
allied armies, in a desperate effort to 
penetrate Northern France. The French 
on a front a little wider are advancing 
‘toward Southern Germany. 

Namur, in Belgium, is almost in the 
center of the German advance. Strassa- 
burg bears the same relation to the 
French. Antwerp in Belgium and Metz 
in German Lorraine are both on the 
flank of the invading force. 

May Surround Strassburg. 

Consider now the effect of the French 
advance. Its left has already passed the 
line of the Metz-Strassburg Railway an‘ 
is approaching Saverne (Zabern). Fur- 
ther advance will presently bring it into 
lower Alsace, below Strassburg and on 
the Rhine. Meantime its right is com- 
ing up from Belfort, by Muelhausen 
driving the German defense north to 
Strassburg and east across the Rhine 
near Basel. Its center is descending 
the valleys east of the several Vosges 
passes, from the mountain ef Donon to 
that of Barenkopt—one level with 
Strassburg, the other north of the 
French fortified post of Belfort. 

The effect of this advance, if it is} 
successfully pressed home, will be to 
drive the Germans out of upper Alsace. 
surround Strassburg, and bring the 
French eastern frontier to the Rhine 
again. When forces have been de- 
tached to cover Strassburg and Neu 
Breisach, the main French army will 9 
free to advance down the Rhine to- 
ward Mainz, where the Kaiser now is, 
or cross the Rhine and drive north to 
Frankfort or east to Baden and South 
Germany. 

In other words, just as the Germans 
have undertaken to sweep into Northern 
France, avoiding the great barrier forts 
from Epihal to Verdun, so the French 
seem to be aiming at a counter-offen- 
sive which will take them into Germany 
and between the fortresses of Strass- 
burg and Mainz. 

French Have Advantages. 

As an alternative, they are free to 
turn west, isolate Metz and attack the 
flank and rear of the German armies 
invading France, by moving to the Mo- 
selle Valley, north ot Mets and Thion- 
ville (Diedenhofen). 

Certain advantages, evidently, the 
French offensive has over the German. 
First, it begins in French territory and 
crosses directly into German. The Ger- 
mans, on the contrary, have had to cross 
Belgium to establish their communica- 
tions in a hostile country, and to fight 
a Belgian army before they could reach 
French territory, and they have not yet 
reached it. 

The population of Alsace-Lorraine, 
field of the first phase of French opera- 
tions, is friendly to France, and can de 
relled upon to give all possible help to 
the invaders. The main line of com- 
munication of the Germans will be across 
hostile Relgium for nearly 100 miles, and 
will require a strong rear guard. 

France can reach the Rhine and the 
Alsace-Lorraine frontier of the Bavart- 
an Palatinate and Baden before she need 
consider her communications. 

The main justification.of the takivg 
of Alsace-Lorraine in 1871 has always 
been asserted by Germans to be [found 
in the fact that the presence of the 
French on the Rhine left Germany open 
to attack. While Strassburg and Metz 
will doubtless sustain long sieges before 
they can be captured, a French of- 
fensive which isolated them and gave 
France possession of the rest of Alsace- 
Lorraine territory would in fact permit 
France to invade Germany quite as well 
as in former times, before she lost the 
Rhineland. 

Will Imapire Army.

M'REYNOLDS FOR 


00 Senators sions “is Oppose 
Confirmation—T. W. Gregory 
to Be Attorney-General. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.— The Pres- 
ident signed today the following nom- 
inations: 

Attorney-General James C. McRey- 
nolda, to be a member of the United 
States Supreme Court. ' 

Thomas Watt Gregory of ‘Texas, a 
be Attorney-General of the United 
States. 

Frederick C. Howe of New York, to 
be Immigration Commissioner, Port 
of New York. 

The nominations were presented to the 
Senate immediately after it convened 
and were formally referred to commit- 
tees. 

There are some indications of opposil- 
tion to McReynolds’ confirmation by 
three or four Senators. Administration 
leaders, however, have no doubt of his 
confirmation. They say @ recent poll 
of the Senate asgures it. 

Attorney-General McReynolds will fim 
the vacancy on the Supreme Court 
bench caused by the death recently of 
Associate Justice Lurton. Gregory, who 
will succeed to the attorney-generalship, 
is a special assistant Attorney-General. 
‘He has had charge of the Government’s 
investigation of the New Haven Rall- 
road. | 

Secretary Garrison was the President's 
original choice for Attorney-General, 
but he decided he could not now part 
with Garrison's services as head 
of the War Department. The Secretary 
was for a long time on the bench in 
New Jersey. 

The appointment of McReynolds 
will mark the first break in President 
Wilson’s official household. It is said 
to have been the President's ambition 
to go through with his administration 
without a change in his Cabinet. 
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PRINTZ LOSES SUIT OVER 
PRIMARY NOMINATION 


‘Defeated Candidate Asserted 
That Opponent Had Moved 


Out of, District. 

Circuit Judge MeQuillin today ruled 
against Arthur. C. Printz in a suit 
brought by Printz to have himself de- 
clared the Republican nominee for Jus- 
tice of the Peace of the Second District 
on the ground that Henry Pfeffle, in- 
cumbent, moved into the First District 
before the primary, and was, therefore, 
disqualified by non-residence. 

Judge McQuillin ruled that even 
though Pfeffle might be disqualified it 
is the prevailing rule of courts that the 
candidate receiving the next highest 
vote is not to be declared elected. He 
refused to enjoin the Election Board 
from certifying the name of Pfeffle as 
the nominee to the Secretary of State, 
and pointed out that the nomination of 
Pfeffie might be declared void if elect- 
ors of the district appealed to a court 
to enjoin the Secretary of State from 
printing Pfeffle’s name on the ballot in 
November. 

Printz brought suit as the rival candi- 
date of Pfeffle, and alleged that Pfeffle 
now lives at 7 South Grand avenue, 
which is in the First District. No ar- 
guments were submitted to Judge Mc- 
Quillin by attorneys for either side.

TE AMERICAN ATTITUDE. _ 
‘war frensy—is indebted to 
the sound heart and sane, fine mind of Presi- 
dent Wilson for 4 superb definition of national 
neutrality. The President’s address to the Amer- 
ican people on the obligation of impartiality and 
friendliness towards all nations engaged in the 
war resting upon them as a neutral people com- 
posed of men of all races and nationalities is 
unique. It is a model of statesmanship which 
will serve as an example for similar crises here- 
after. . , 

In an address which is so uniformly pertinent 
and excellent -it is difficult to select one para- 
graph that is better than another. Every Amer- 
ican citizen should read all of it at least twice 
and endeavor to bring his mind to that clear 
vision of the right attitude individual Americans 
should assume towards the great conflict and 
its participants across the seas. As supplemen- 
tary to the Post-Dispatch’s recent definition of 
the American mission in promoting peace and 
domocracy we reprint the following paragraphs 
as especially comprehensive and pertinent: 

We must be impartial in thought as well 
as in action; so must we put a curb on our 
sentiments as wéll as tipon transactions that 
might be construed as a preference of one 
party to the struggle before another. 

My thought is of America. I am. speaking, 
I feel sure, the earnest wish and purpose of 
every thoughtful American that this country 

of ours, which is, ot course, the first in our 
thoughts and in our hearts, should show her- 
self in this time of peculiar trial a nation fit 
beyond others; to exhibit the fine poise of 
undisturbed judgment, the dignity of self- 
control, the efficienty of dispassionate action, 

a nation that neither sits in judgment upon 

others, nor is disturbed in her own councils,« 

and which keeps herself fit and free to do 
what is honest and disinterested and truly 
serviceable for the peace of the world. 

Shall we not resolve to put upon ourselves 
the restraints which will bring to our people 
the happiness and the great and lasting in- 
fluence for peace we covet for them? 

This warning is particularly timely because 
American representatives of fighting, nations are 
urging governmental action which would violate 
neutrality and might plunge us into the mon- 
strous turmoil. 

As the Post-Dispatch has, said American sym- 
pathies should go out to all the peoples afflicted 
with the curse of war by imperial ambitions and 
antagonisms. We should use our power and in- 
fluence to bring about peace and to promote 
democracy which is the best antidote for impe- 
rialism and militarism. We cannot do better serv- 
ice in the cause ‘of democracy against auto- 
cracy than to prove our own peace-keeping dis- 
position and our unselfish motives in dealing 
with other nations. 
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CAESAR AND KAISER. 

The news that a British force between 100,000 
and 200,000 strong has been transported across 
the channel to the continent without the loss of 
a man, a horse or a single piece of equipment un- 
questionably has tremendous interest for the 
Kaiser. If he could arrange it so as to reverse 
the operation and get as big a force across with 
equal expedition and safety from the continent 
to England, he would get into the list with Julius 
Caesar, certain forgotten Jutes and Norsemen 
and others and William the Conquerer.

The request from China herself that the 
Kaiser give up Kiauchau opens an easy way for 
avoiding Far Eastern hostilities that might be 
embarrassing to others beside the Germans. A 
pote sent from Pekin to Berlin substantidily to 
this effect would present considerations that 
ought to carry much weight: 

“The lease we mad to you under compulsion 
for Kiauchau 16 years ago is objected to by our 
powerful neighbor, the Mikado. It is certain to 
become a source Of trouble not foreseen when the 
arrangement was entered into. By considering 
the lease terminated now instead of in 1997, you 
will perform an act of friendship that will be 
appreciated and save us as well as yourself a 
lot of annoyance.”

But Chinese conditions had changed sirice 
the earlier aggressions, The public opinion of 
the world had changed. Russia was severely 
punished for what she did. If the Kaiser gives it 
up, civilization will be the more ready to listen 
to his claims that the fighting in Europe was 
forced on him. ä

PUBLIC OWNERSHIP OF UTILITIES, 
From the TSopeka Capital. ‘ 

Within the past week or two we 
have been hearing a good deal about 
the failure of public ownership of 
utilities. We have even heard that 
Topeka made a great mistake in pur- 
chasing her waterworks. 

The records show that the claim is 
unfounded, 

It is true that the city paid twice 
as much for the waterworks system 
as it was worth. The taxpayers were 
stuck for fully $300,000 for the right’ 
to get back what originally belonged 
to them, the franchise, which had 
been generously donated to the orig - 
inal water company. 

But, notwithstanding the exorbitant 
price, the city has done wisely in 
buying the waterworks. It should 
have built them in the first place, but 
it was better to get them at an exor- 
dbitant price than not to get them at 
all. 

Since taking over the old water- 
works system the city, out of the 
earnings, has added $193,000 in the 
way of extensions and improvements 
and paid off about $80,000 of the 
bonded debt. It is true that the orig-
